an interleukin-6 (hereinafter referred to IL-6) antago- 
nist as an active ingredient. The IL-6 antagonist is 
preferabl-y PM-1 antibody which is a monoclonal an- 
tibody against an IL-6 receptor. The antibody is prefer- 
ably obtained by immunizing a mammalian with the IL- 
6 receptor as a sensitiging antigen, fusing the splenic 
cells of the immunized mammalian with myeloma cells, 
selecting a monoclonal antibody- producing cell from 
the obtained hybridomas, and subsequently producing 
the antibody with the selected cell. The therapeutic 
agent is preferably parenteral ly administered. 
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
